HONEST LIVING IN DISHONEST MONEY. 
~Tn_ the ‘endless variety of coins 
which passthrough the hands of its 
money-changers, Eongkong Li 
claims. itself an easy ‘first, says 
contributorto the NV. C. Daily Ne News, 
Hongkong currency itself is simple 
but not so its moaey-changers. Rarely, 
indeed are they swindled, but even 
then they have means to dispose of 
all faked money. 

What to do with a bad coin is al- 
ways an unpleasant problem. The 
correct procedure in Britain ia to naif 
it to the counter; failing that to pass 
it on—accidentally of-coorse! Mixed 
with other coins it sooner or later 
disappears and it is wiser never to 
attempt. to track the fugitive. Yet 
one who is always letting bad coins 
escape among his friends soon finds 
that he has endangereed his popular. 
ity. * 

The. Chinese in Victoria’ manage 
these things better-that-7 Ph 
rightly say: “If coin cannot be cir- 
culated, why waste its sweetness on 
the counter? Why not sell it to the 
counterfeit money shop?” This shop 
—is it not unique ?—makes an honest 
living ia dishonest coins, a clean deal 
in filthy lucre! The management does
